The fun­ 
eral services were held Thursday 
afternoon. 
Mr. Holbrook, who was in his sev­ 
entieth year, was born in Michigan, 
and came to LaGxange, 111., in 1891, 
entering the real estate business. In 
1893 he assisted in the establishment 
of a telep hone exchange in LaGrange 
and then entered the emp loy of the 
Chicago Telep hone comp any. 
For many years he was commercial 
sup erintendent and was active in de­ 
velop ing exchanges in the Chicago 
suburban division, where he enjoyed 
a wide acquaintance. 
He is credited 
with having p romoted the first rural 
telep hone line in the United States. 
This was at New Lenox, 111., in 1900. 
He is survived by his widow, one 
son, and one daughter.

Pour into a well-buttered 
baking dish and bake in a moderate 
oven twenty minutes, letting it brown 
well before removing. Serve from the 
dish. 


Bran Bread.—Take four cupfuls of 
bran, two cupfuls of whole wheat 
flour, three-fourths of a cupful of New 
Orleans molasses, a teaspoonful each 
of salt and soda, two cupfuls of sweet 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of shorten­ 
ing, a few raisins or nuts if desired, 
and bake in a moderate oven one hour. 
Fig Bread.—Take two cupfuls of 
light bread dough, put into a bowl 
with

cupful 
of butter 
a 
pound of sugar, a cupful of milk a 
pound each of raisins and figs, a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, and spices to taste. 
Mix and place in bread pans. 
The 
fruit should be cut fine and be care­ 
fully blended with the dough. 
Two 
cupfuls of flour will be needed. 
Bake 
when well risen. 
This will keep aud 
be as good as most fruit cakes, 
AYhen food is burned on to cooking 
utensils, cover with soda and cold 
water, let stand for a few hours, and 
steel wool will remove every speck.

takes a good deal to make it palatable.

Chicken 
cooked in this way is of much finer 
flavor than the ordinary open frying 
method.

Cover Crop Value Shows Up 
in Severe Winters 
Recent severe winters, especially the 
| last one, have brought out in a strik- 
ing way the merits of planting a cover 
crop in the orchard during midsummer 
or fall, according to F. E. Carver, a 
member of the horticultural depart­ 
ment of the college 0,f agriculture, 
j University of Illinois. 
The extremely 
i co,d weather of last January injured 
the wood of peach "trees throughout 
j the state, but the significant thing 
about the injury was that it was most 
j severe in orchards that were not pro­ 
je c te d by cover crops. 
This was due 
to the fact that a cover crop, among 
other things, matures the wood of *he 
trees by withdrawing water from the 
I soil, thereby leaving less for the trees, 
he explained. 
In addition, a cover crop in the or­ 
chard prevents erosion and washing 
during the winter and early spring, it 
saves plant food that might otherwise 
be lost by leaching during the winter, 
it checks the late grow rh of trees and 
protects the roots fro n injury during 
the winter. Cover cr tps also add lni- 
! mils to the soil and, if a legume is 
used, nitrogen also is added. 
The particular cover crop to use is 
a local matter, as there is no one crop 
which is best for all purposes and 
conditions. 
The grower must study 
the condition of his trees and Ii is 
land, as well as his local climatic con­ 
ditions. 
A nonlegume may be, and 
often is, just as effective in preventing 
soil erosion and leaching or in giving 
winter protection at; a legume, hut it 
does not add any nitrogen to tile soil. 
I If the cover crop is to build tip the 


J soil and at the same time perform 
i one of the main functions for which 
I it is planted, a legume should be used. 
. In some cases, however, a legume cox- 
j or crop may overstimulate the trees 
| and reduce the fruit production. 
All 
I of these factors, as well as whether 
I or not the desired cover crop will 
I thrive under the existing conditions, 


I should he considered carefully. 
Nonlegumes 
commonly 
used 
as 
{ cover crops are rye, wheat, rape, tur­ 
nips, buckwheat, oats, barley, millet 
I and chickweed. The legumes common­ 
ly used are cowpeas, hairy vetch, red 
clover, alsike clover, crimson, clover, 
sweet clover, alfalfa and soy beans. 
Other crops than these are sometimes 
used and frequently some of them are 
combined. 
Rye is considered one of the best 
of the nonlegumes because of its cer­ 
tainty 
of 
germination, 
the 
growth 
which it makes and tile cheapness of 
the seed. It is difficult to eradicate it 
in the spring if cultivation cannot he 
started early. 
One and a half to two 
bushels of seed an acre are needed. 
Wheat is next hest and can be 
eradicated more easily in the spring. 
From two to two and a half bushels 
of seed an acre art' needed. 
Rape and turnips are suitable for 
•many n o rthern. orchard sections for 
preventing leaching of plant food and 
for keeping down weeds, but they are 
j not of much value for protecting the 
I soil. 
The seeds germinate very welt 
| and one and a half to three bushels 
I of rape or turnip seed an acre are 


I used. 
Buckwheat 
germinates 
well 
and 
makes a heavy growth, but is not 
hardy, although the stems and roots 
offer 
considerable 
protection. 
One 
bushel of seed is needed. 
Chickweed 
is 
adapted 
to 
those 
northern orchard sections in which it 
is native. 
The seed cannot he ob­ 
tained. but in regions where it grows 
naturally it may be used in old apple 
and pear orchards* 
Cowpeas are valuable in southern 
orchard sections as they germinate 
well, make a good growth* and leave 
tho ground in fine condition for spring 
cultivation. 
This 
crop 
winterkills, 
but the dead stalks, leaves and roots 
give considerable protection except on 
moderately steep slopes. One and one- 
half to two bushels of seed an acre 
are needed. 
Hairy vetch is a first-class cover 
crop, as it germinates well in warm 
weather, forms a close mat on tile 
ground, grows late in the fall and is 
hardy. 
It does best on light soils, al­ 
though it also does well on loamy 
soils 
and 
is quite satisfactory on 
heavy 
ground. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
seed is expensive and from 20 to 50 
pounds an acre are needed. 
Red and alsike clover often fail to 
germinate In midsummer, except in 
moist soils in cool climates. 
They 
also winterkill easily. 
Crimson clo­ 
ver germinates well and m akes a good 
fall growth, especially in light soils, 
hut it also winterkills. 
Sweet clover 
and alfalfa germinate fairly well, but 


they are too tall and spindly to make 
a first-class cover crop. 
From IO to 
20 pounds an acre are required for 
each of these crops. 
By a careful consideration of the 
local climatic and soil conditions and 
by considering t^ie adaptation of the 
crop to these conditions, one or more 
of the crops can be selected. 
The 
effect of the cover crop on the trees 
and fruit should he noted also, as the 
crop may overstimulate the trees, may 
slow up their fruit production, or it 
may draw upon the moisture supply 
too heavily at the time when it is 
most needed for the proper develop­ 
ment of the fruit. An example of this 
can he found where cowpeas are grown 
in the peach orchard. 
Unless a fer­ 
tilizer, preferably a potassium one, is 
added there is a’ noticeable slump 
in the amount of fruit produced.

Apples Bloom About 16 Days 
Apple blossom time in Illinois cov­ 
ers an average of about sixteen days, 
according to a new bulletin, ‘‘Blooming 
Periods of Apples,” published by the 
college of agriculture, University of 
Illinois. 
It gives the record of 106 
varieties, each having a record of from 
ten to sixteen years, for the sixteen- 
year period 1901 to 1916. 
The record 
of each variety for each year includes 
dates of the first bloom, full bloom 
and the falling of the petals, together 
with an estimate of tile amount of 
bloom. 
The new’ publication was writ­ 
ten by Charles S. Crandall, chief in 
plant breeding in the college horticul­ 
tural department. 
For the sixteen years covered in tho 
study the full flowering period for 
the 106 varieties ranged from ten to 
twenty-two days, according to the pub­ 
lication. 
The earliest date of an open 
flower was April 2, and the latest 
date in the period of petals falling 
was May 21, placing the extremes for 
the sixteen years fifty days apart. 
Flowering of fruit plants in the 
spring perhaps marks the most crit­ 
ical event in the production of a crop 
of fruit and careful study of circum­ 
stances occurring at that time, to- 
gether with an effort to determine and 
understand the influences that make 
fruit growing a business, the bulletin 
points out. 
Owners or managers of 
orchards 
would 
derive 
satisfaction 
from annual records of flowering pe­ 
riods of the varieties they grow, and 
compilation of numerous such records 
would greatly aid in understanding the 
influences that cause wide variations 
from year to year, it adds. 
A total of 151 records of no bloom 
was obtained from 68 varieties. 
For 
the full list of the varieties there were 
485 records of enough bloom for a 
crop, and 1,060 records of enough, or 
an excess of bloom. 
In other words, 
t'l-lii per cent of the records show 
enough bloom, and 27% per cent a 
deficiency of bloom. 
There were only 
92 records of very full 
or excess 
bloom, or 5.42 per cent of all the rec­ 
ords, and these were distributed in 
8 of the 16 years. 
Flowering periods of apples in m i­ 
ne is are extremely variable from year 
to year, but In general are shorter 
than those in Yirginia, New York, Ore­ 
gon and England, according to the 
publication. 
The blooming period in 
1910 was a full month earlier than in 
other years because of abnormally 
high temperature 
during March, It 
adds. 
Early Ripe, Zuzoff, and Oldenburg 
took places as the earliest bloomers 
more consistently than did other va­ 
rieties. although they shifted relative 
positions from year to year. 
Repka 
Malenka and Wythe were the latest 
blooming varieties, according to the 
bulletin. 
The average blooming period for all 
varieties was five days in 1901 and 
1915; six days in each of two years, 
seven days in each of six years, eight 
days in each of three years, nine days 
in I ooh and 1914, and ten days in 
1907. 


No variety proved constant in Its 
flowering position as related to other 
varieties, but perhaps there is less 
shifting of dates and positions among 
the late flowering than among the very 
early flowering varieties, the records 
indicated.

Natural Feeds Will Furnish All 
Vitamins Stock Need 
Careful selection of natural feeds 
usually is all that is necessary to fur­ 
nish 
farm 
animals 
with 
all 
the 
vitamins they need, according to a new 
circular, 
“Vitamins 
In 
Live 
Stock 
Feeding,” which Is being distributed 
by the college of agriculture. Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. 
The new publication is designed to 
present 
some 
general 
information 
about the nature and distribution of 
vitamins and outline recommendations 
as to how farm rations can he bal­ 
anced up with respect to vitamins. 
The circular was prepared by 
h . II. 
Mitchell, 
associate chief of animal 
nutrition, and M. Helei^ Keith, first 
assistant in that division of the col­ 
lege. 
The study of vitamins is so recent 
and information concerning them is 
so incomplete that the popular atti­ 
tude toward the whole subject ranges 
from outright disbelief that such fac­ 
tors exist at all to an idea that all 
other food nutrients are of secondary 
importance to vitamins, the circular 


points out. 
However, vitamins 
actually exist, they occur in foods and 
feeds in extremely small quantities, 
they are required by animals in min­ 
ute amounts, and when this minute 
requirement is not satisfied, malnutri­ 
tion, if not acute or chronic disease, 
is sure to follow. 
While it is idle to deny the exist­ 
ence of vitamins or the urgent neces­ 
sity of supplying vitamins in some 
form to farm animals, it is not neces­ 
sary, on the other hand, to go to the 
extreme of believing that vitamins are 
of paramount importance in nutrition 
or that the benefits derived from them 
may be indefinitely increased by in­ 
creasing Hie amount fed. 
Some com­ 
mercial concerns have fostered such 
a belief and have put upon the mar­ 
ket for both human and animal con­ 
sumption 
various 
preparations pur­ 
porting to he rich in one or all of the 
vitamins. 
They have urged the neces­ 
sity for their use, even claiming that 
the human race, and probably all ani­ 
mals as well, may be almost mirao 
ulously cured of many obscure RU 
ments by the eating of vitamins.

British Columbia and Bey o nd,” say s 
th ere Is a h istory o f Vanco uv er Island 
th at Is clo uded in the v apo r and In­ 
cense of China. Th e stranger o r the 
“n ativ e” o f Vanco uv er Island qulcklj 
and co nstantly o bserv es the resem­ 
blance o f the Indians to the Clilnese 
and Japanese. 
Merely drcnmstantlal 
ev idence wo uld po int to v ery early 
v isits o f Chinese v o y agers to this co ast 
—whether intent o n v o y ages o f disco v ­ 


ery, or in sh ips driv en across th e Pa­ 
cific by storms Is a matter of specu­ 
lation . Ch in ese jun ks an d v essels were 
blown across th e Pacific as late as 
th e last cen tury, an d th e sailors cap­

These concrete blocks are “raised” 
through the addition to the mixture, 
while still wet, of a quantity of finelv- 
powdered zinc or aluminum.

free lime of

hydrogen • gas, 
which fills the liquid mixture with 
bubbles of the gas that sire imprisoned 
there when the concrete sets.

plished by the setting free of carbon 
dioxide from a mixture of bicarbonate 
of soda suid cream of tartar, ilium, or 
some ct lier chemical.

The term 
“palatinate” 
was 
appropriately 
ap­ 
plied 
to such a holding as it comes 
from 
the same Latin root word 
as 
“palace” and “castle.” 
Three hun­ 
dred years ago palatinates were com­ 
mon. 
Many English counties have 
been 
palatinates and this form 
of 
governorship was common over here. 
For 
instance, Maryland 
was 
the 
palatinate 
of 
the 
Calvert 
family, 
Maine the palatinate of Ferdinand© 
Gorges, etc. 
The Bavarian palatinate 
is the only territory of any importance 
which has retained the term.

the 
Virgin 
islands 
and 
handed 
to 
the 
Danish 
m inister at 
W ashington 
a treasury w arrant for 
$25,0(10,000 ill hard cash? 
Yes? 
Then there is no 
need of feeling lonesome; 
others have wondered too. 
No? Well, 
lots of good Americans have, even if 
y ou haven't. 
It took Uncle Sam more than 50 
y ears to get possession of the Virgin 
islands. 
His eff<» rts began In ISO.’», 
when William H. Seward, Lincoln’s 
secretary of state, offered DenmarU 
$5,000,0(X) for them. 
That was In 
Civil war times, too. when our na­ 
tional debt bad piled up mountain 
high. 
Two y ears later Seward offereil 
$7.500.000. 
Apparently the deal near­ 
ly 
went 
through, 
but 
it 
came to 
naught. 
Now, what did Seward want of the 
Virgin islands? 
Histor>* doesn’t say . 
But it is a good guess that Seward, 
who was a good deal of a statesm an, 
knew instinctivel.v—<»r w’as told by 
someone whose judgment he trusted— 
that Uncle Sam should have a foot­ 
hold In the West Indies for giK*d and 
sufficient reasons. 
It should he re­ 
membered that it was Seward who in 
18G7 bought Alaska fn» m Russia for 
$7,500,000 in spite of nation-wide rid­ 
icule. ami got a famous bargain. 
Negotiations were started again in 
1901 and failed. 
Another effort In 
1910 
accomplished 
nothing. 
Then 
came the purchase of 1917. 
Evidently 
some high interest In the United States 
wanted the Danish West Indies and 
knew why it wanted them. 
These Virgin islands are part of the 
Leeward islands. West Indie.s. ly ing 40 
miles east of Porto Kico. 
The West 
Indies form a vast archipelago that 
srretche.s in a curve from Florida to 
the northern coast of South America. 
They separate the w aters of the At­ 
lantic ocean from tho.se of the Gulf 
of Mexico and 
the Caribbean sea. 
There are several well-defined groups 
—the 
Bahamas, 
G reater 
Antilles. 
Lesser 
Antilles 
(including 
Leeward 
islands), etc., etc. 
The G reater An­ 
tilles include the big and important 
Islands like Cuba, Porto Rico, Haiti 
and 
Jam aica. 
The Les.ser Antilles 
curve in a double column from Porto 
Kico south to Trinidad. 
Somewhere in the West Indies is the 
spot which affords the natunil control 
of the Caribbean sea and the w ater 
approaches to Uncle Sam’s Panama 
canal. 
There are in the West Indies 
the republics of Cuba, Santo Domingo 
and H aiti; the .\m erican islafid of 
Porto 
Rico; 
British, 
French 
and 
Dutch East Indies, and the American 
Virgin islands. 
Wliat did we get for our $25,(K)0,0()0 
wiien we bought the Virgin islands? 
We got about 50 islands, only 3 of 
whicli are large enough to’ be consid­ 
ered except on hy drographic charts. 
These are St. Croix (Spanish, Santa 
C'ruz) ; St. Thomas, which has one of 
the finest harbors in tlie world, and 
the smaller island of St. Jolin. Nearly 
all of tlie islands are mountainous and 
ruggeil. 
Hurricanes are frequent, but 
the climate is fairly healthful. 
N:^ 
groes form the bulk of the popula­ 
tion. 
Altogether, we got ab<nit 140 
square miles and a population of 40,- 
000. 
The city of St. Thomas or Char­ 
lotte Amalie, was formerly the com­ 
mercial metropolis of the West Indies. 
The name of Virgin islands Is also 
used geographically to include, in a<l- 
dition. a number of British islands 
and two American islands. Crab and 
Cuiebra, with an area of 
1.30 square 


Tlic.se two islands we did not bny 
from Denmark with the Virgin islands 
We got them from Spain as one re­ 
sult of our victory in the Siumish 
.\merican war of 1898. 
Please note 
that In liHIl Uncle Sam revived his 
efforts to [uirchase the Virgins and 
kept at It until tliey were his. 
So, fiere’s the true inwardness of 
the 
Virgin 
islands 
purchase: 
We 
bought the Virgin islands hecause we 
had Crab and Culelua Islands. 
We 
bought the Virgins in order to be able 
to protect Crab and Cuiebra. 
Cuiebra 
>mean.s “Snake.” 
.4nd Cuiebra Is the 
hidilen snake In the grass! 
Cuiebra is well named, being long 
and sinuous. 
Its c(» ast line is a orar'.y 
sort of I fling, being imlenied by bay s, 
gulfs and harbors ano by inlets con­ 
nected b.v narrow mouths with the sea. 
On it there are no springs or wells or 
freshwater lakes or streams. The peo­ 
ple catch their w ater in cisterns. Tliere 
is no shortage of niin water. 
Rain 
falls every few day s and It falls as If 
the bottom hod dropped out. Then the 
sun comes out and In a few hours ev­ 
ery thing is dry and baked. 
W hat, therefore, d(» es Uncle Sam 
see In Cuiebra tliat he sets such store 
by it? So far as any one knows thcr€ *’s 
no gold tliere or precious stones or 
valuable mlneral.s. 
.\nd it’s evidently 
no great .shakes as a winter resort. 
Well, tlie truth is that Uncle Sam’s 
qavy and aircraft men are the fellows so 
particularly interested in Cuiebra. Im­ 
mediately after the completion of the 
maneuvers of our navy this spring in 


Stanley , navy pilots.

Small Pox is prevalent in the Unit­ 
ed States at the present time. Before 
sending children back to school in 
September parents should attend to 
having their children vaccinated. It 
is the only preventive of small pox. 
This is a brief message to parents 
in Cook county before the opening of 
school: 
In four week s, several thousand 
children will be entering the public 
and and parochial schools of Cook 
county towns, villages and rural sec­ 
tions. 
Not less than 400 of these 
children have physical defects. 
A 
large number having as high as three. 
These defects are a distinct handicap 
to the child’s progress in school and 
a detriment to school discipline. The 
work of the Public Health Nurses 
aims to reduce these physical handi­ 
caps, but such a progress is impos­ 
sible without the co-operation ana in­ 
terest of every parent. A child with 
enlarged and diseased tonsils, with 
poor vision, with adenoids obstruct­ 
ing his breathing and a mouth filled 
with decayed teeth has an uneven 
chance to begin with.

means stimulation of interest in their

INTERESTLNG THEM 
IN THE FARM 
We have heard much during recent 
times about keeping the boy and girl 
on the farm. 
The agricultural de- 
pre.-ision of late years has made it 
even more of a problem, and some- 
time.s now in despair we come to feel 
that the best blood of the country 
is being drained to our big cities uith 
theid snares of temptation that en­ 
trap so many promising youths. 
But the clouds are not quite .so dark 
as they appear at times. 
The truth 
is that a great movement is on thru- 
out the country that is rapidly win­ 
ning worth while boys and girls over 
the farm life. 
This is the boys’ and girls’ club 
work. In Cook county there are many 
clubs in which the younger genera- 
Hon is being taught to 
sme that there 
is a real future in farming even tho 
the present may not look very prom­ 
ising. 
This club work is rather diversified. 
In some places the boys and girls are 
raising pure bred and high grade 
calves and pigs. 
In other communi­ 
ties they are learning more about 
te.-ting and handling corn and seed 
grains. Then there are the girls’ can­ 
ning clubs and domestic science clubs 
that are teaching the \v< r.d rl';;’. sci­ 
ence of homemaking. Wherever club 
work is active many young men and 
women are being trained to become 
better farmers and better home mak­ 
ers. 
It is needless to go into ail the de­ 
tails. Sufficient to .say this is a great 
work that promises to do more for 
tne future of America, especially ru­ 
ral America, than ail the speeches 
that orators have ever bechi able to 
deliver on “Keeping the Boy on the 
Farm.” 
For the younger generation 
is coming to see that there is some­ 
thing worth while in farm ing— nay 
more than that young folks are begin­ 
ning to realize that work on the farm 
can be as interesting and .scientific 
as work anywhere else under the sun. 
Young men and women have left 
the country in the past because they 
felt that farming was a job for a 
strong back and a w”eak mind. Club 
work teaches them that it i.s really 
an ocupation for people with keen 
minds as well as healthy bodies. 
When the boy raises a pure-bred calf, 
takes a prize on it at the fair, and 
shows later with his records that he 
has got one of the best producers 
on the entire farm, then father begins 
to sit up and take notice. The boy is 
proud of his work on the farm and 
he jilans to stay there. 
And father 
is mightj’ proud of the boy, as he 
ought to be. 
There is another angle to this work 
too. 
One of our farmer friends told 
the editor the other day about what 
his boy has been doing in club work. 
Then he concluded with a smile: 
“I thought I knew all there was to 
know about farming, but that boy of 
mine sure showed me something. { 
They say ‘you can’t teach on old dog» 
new tricks’ but I’m here to say that 
this old dog is going to learn a few 
new tricks especially w'hen the boy 
comes along annd shows him.”

An intimate study of 
the constitution has developed facts 
of great significance to political lead­ 
ers. W’henever the electors have failed 
of a choice the duties of the House 
are pcrspiciously enumerated by the 
Twelfth Amendment to the constitu­ 
tion “from the person having the 
highest number, not exceeding, on the 
list voted for as president, the House 
of Representatives shall choose im­ 
mediately by ballot, a president.” 
The ballots are taken by sUite, each 
state, represented, having one vote. 


A majority of all the states elects and 
a two-thuds of all tne states must 
be represented to constitute a quo- 
rum.

A he statement has been made 
by responsible authorities that it is 
theoretically possible for thirteen of 
the larger states to elect a candidate 
to whom the other thirty-five should 
be opposed. 
There are twelve slates 
that altogether have an electoral vote 
lacking but three for a majority, but 
a combination of these states for any 
one candidate is regarded as extreme­ 
ly doubtful because of sectional dif­ 
ferences. 
It is likewise argued that the gen­ 
eral ticket system gives a position 
of stragetic importance to son^ of 
the ^-called doubtful sUtes. 
Just 
how important, may be illustrated in 
the case of California in 19 16, when 
the election was decided by a plurali­ 
ty for Wilson of less than four thou­ 
sand, or 0.4 per cent of the popular 
vote of the state. 
Just at present 
New York has become the pivotal 
state as the three leading contestants 
for the presidency are concentrating 
in their bid for the electoral vote. Po­ 
litical hi.-^tory shows that New York 
has influenced more elections than 
any other one state. The election of 
Polk was assured in 1844 by a mar­ 
gin of merely 1.1 per cent of it.s popu­ 
lar vote. Cleveland was given the en­ 
tire electoral vote of New York by 
a plurality of about 1000, or 0.1 per 
cent of the popular vote of the state. 
Throwing down Cleveland four years 
later, the New York electoral votes 
were given to Harrison.
